LAW IS UPHELD 


Columbus, Sept. 24.—T he decision of 
Jomraon Pleas Judge Dayton A. Doyle 
of Akron W ednesday, while upholding 
fhe law under which the state 
shop 
inspector issues safety orders, leaves 
open the question of w hether that offi. 
cial has power to close schools when 
the mayor and board of education de­ 
clines to act. 
But the decison doee 
not leave the inspector the sole ai- 
biter as to w hether the safety 
appli­ 
ances are really needed. 
If his judg­ 
ment as to this is questioned, or If he 
i> charged with abusing his discretion­ 
ary [towers, recourse may be had to the 
oourt.s by the parties concerned, and 
Tt will be for that tribunal, governed 
by tho evidence as to the facts, to say 
whether the conditions w arrant the 
i uanee of the orders. T he court may 
either modify or annul, a s the exigen­ 
cies demand. 


Upholds School Inspection Law. 
Akron, O., Sept. 24.—Judge Doyle 
rendered a decision 
Wednesday

which he declared that the law passed 
by the last general assembly which 
empowered the chief inspector 
of 
buildings to order changes in school 
buildings, and which empowers

He was 
tin* suj« rinteudent of the schools here 
in 1 sfip and has served as mayor on 
three different occasions, first from 
1869 to IS71, then from 1875 to 1881 
and the last time from 1 s:n to 189$, 
The de< ease*d served two term s in 
the Ohio senate, as senator from this 
district, front 1882 to 1886.
